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EXAMINER'S COMMENTS/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Response to Applicant's amendment 

1 . All previous rejections have been overcome by the amendment, filed 12/13/2004 
and the rejections are withdrawn. 

Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 2-6 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3 t The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 3 and 
5 were indicated as allowable in the previous Office Action. During the telephone 
interview with Applicant's representative, Mr. T. Bilodeau, esq., on November 9, 2004 
amendments to claims 2 and 4 were suggested in order to put the instant application in 
condition for allowance. Applicant has amended claims 2 and 4, introducing additional 
structural elements, thus providing apparatuses wherein the combinations of structural 
elements are not anticipated or suggested fairly by prior art of record. Upon further 
search no other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly a substrate cleaning 
apparatus with the combination of structural elements as instantly claimed has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 2-6 are allowed over the 
prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
